uowuver, are capital and population ; tbe ha- 
ter will come with tbe building uf tbe r:iils 
road. Tba labori,i3 who m lirsl are w.Tn'.od 
in its con struclicii will sveiituully beeo;iiu Ji- t,- 
tlers, and capital will follow aulUeiiienl. Vou 
are not known now in Canada. Tbey know 
nolbibg of you or your resources. Tbe Kooky 
Uountaina abut yon oat; but tho opening uf 
tbe railroad will practically demoliab this 
barrier. Th(> dilBealtiea to be aarmonnted oru 
much leas than witb our toutbero neighbors, 
where tbora are paaies 8000 feat in aliitudo to 
be crossed^ wbila onrs are less that 4000 ; and 
the increased knowledge ol your rosourcos, 
coupled, as I hope, with a liberal l.ind policy 
will soon promola population. You are nuw 
already reaping tbe adranliiges of (Jontedera- 
tion. Your ilubt has been abolisbod , you 
eujoy au improved and cboap sjateia of poat« 
ajjCjWbioh I hopo will soon bo further improv- 
ed through contracts being givcu wbich will 
enable yoa to reeeiva your mails in shorter 
time to Oariboeaad in your iaportaat norths 
am oQshoot Omineea. But thero ia another 
change provided for in tbe terms of union 
which you bavo not yet got. I allade to the 
Canadian TarifT ; and il ia tor you to consider 
whether it would not bo bolter for yon than 
the presyut. You waai machinery for workini» 
your mines ; and last seBsioii, 1 iiudersiaiid, 
you bad lo pass a spec al Act to onabli: u 
aluglu company to iniroducu ibeir mucbiiiory 
here. The farmers, however, il may bu sanl 
bare conllicliug interesH which reqaire pro- 
tection ; this lopio, Iberetore^ offers a subject 
for matara deliberation and should be tho- 
rougbly considarad bafora the alaotioo. I re- 
gret that my engageBaaats will not .permit me 
to pretaat my stay wttbyoQ, as I bava to visit 
tbe weat coast of Vaneonrar lalaad, and the 
atraita dividing the laland from tbe Mainland 
before my departure from the Province on 2'.id 
September, bat I shall always retain a plfa.iinf;
